Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly recited limitations now require further search and consideration by the examiner. First, the newly 
recited limitation relating to "graphically displaying the formation with the volume cut by each of the roller cones" slightly expands the 
scope of the claim beyond simply graphically displaying a "combined volume" as understood by the examiner during the interview of 8 
February 2007. Hence the limitation requires further search and consideration. Second, the new limitation relating to rotating the bit 
"though" a selected incremental "angle" of rotation" was not explicitly recited in the original claims. Therefore, while the amendment 
appears to overcome the previous 35 USC 112(1) rejection, further search and consideration is required relating to the scope of the claim 
based on the new limitation requiring bit rotation "through" a selected incremental "angle" of rotation, as opposed to a selected "number" 
of incremental "rotations" as previously recited in the claim . 
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
